—Summer palm-leaf fans may Ira 


rtirired for winter. Cut off the handles, 
bind the edges with crimson braid and 
use for table and lamp mats. 


—Tinware that is stained with traits 


or otherwise tarnished may be cleaned 
by dipping a dampened cloth in cook- 
ing soda, rubbing briskly, rinsing ia 
hot water and wiping- dry. 


—A good recipe for muffins is as fol- 
lows: One cup of sour milk, one egg, a 
little shortening, a teaspoonful of bi- 
carbonate of soda. If the milk is not 
very sour, less soda will do. Make a 
batter, add a little salt and bake in a 
hot oven.—N. Y. Herald. 


—A correspondent of the Prairit 


Farmer, who justly regards a grind- 
stone as one of the necessaries of the 
farm, says that in buying a stone it 
should be remembered that the larger 
it is the easier it will run and the longer 
it will last 


—A writer in the Cultivator recom- 


mends covering work-tables with oil- 
cloth, It will save much scraping and 
scouring. She also suggests covering 
pantry shelves with it, or at least such 
of them as are much used, and stretch- 
ing a piece back of the kitchen sink, as 
spatters are much more easily wiped 
from it than from paper or wall. 


—Save up your tea-grounds for a few 


days before house-cleaning time, then 
steep half an hour in a tin-basin, strain 
and use this tea for cleaning var- 
nished woodwork and pictures and 
looking-glass frames. For cleaning 
white paint, take a small quantity of 
whiting on a damp flannel cloth, and 
rub lightly over the surface, rinsing 
with clear water, and wiping dry.— 
Albany Journal. 


—Nothing cures consumption that 


we know of; though, of course, with 
care, people afflicted with this disease 
can live many years and be apparently 
comfortable. 
Iceland moss is a tonio 


and is also nutritious. It will help a 
patient. It is usually prepared as fol- 
lows: Cover a handful of moss with 
from one pint to one quart of boiling 
water; let it stand two or three hours; 
then strain or sweeten with honey or 
molasses. It is also good cookod in 
milk, —Exdiange, 


—When the ground is frozen an 


inch, or two in depth, says the Amen- 
can Agriculturist, is the best time for 
putting shelter on the strawberry bed. 
Cover it first with evergreen boughs or 
other coarse material, to prevent the 
subsequent covering from packing so 
closely 
as to smother the plants. 


Then put on plenty of dry leaves, hay 
or nut straw. It is not necessary, or 
oven desirable, to completely cover the 
traves, but cover the ground around 
and among the plants.. 


—Dried pumpkin pics: Soak the 


pnmpkin over night after washing it 
Karefully, put on in the same water to 
boll, and cook gently several hours, bo- 
jingoarefnl not to scorch it; drain off the 
iwster left in it for brown bread, sift 
through a colander. 
Take of this a 
capful, stir in a tablespoonful of flour, 
two beaten eggs, a teacupful of sugar, 
a good teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoon- 
tol each of cinnamon, allspiee and 
fringer, good milk to make three pies. 
Bake moderately an hour or more.— 
The Household.

FEEDING 
ROOTS, * 


•Would rind It Profitable to F««d 


Mar* RooU Than They Ar« In tho Habit 
of Doing:, 


' There can be no doubt as to the ad- 
Muutages of feeding some roots. Those 
who have grown and used them most 
speak the most highly of them. There 
U a great difference in roots, of course; 
not only as to the value of each when 
jTaised to feed, but tho cost of the rais- 
ing of the same enters into tho ques- 
toon. Almost anybody can raise flat 
turnips, and they are pood to feed un- 
der some circumstances. Sheep are 
very fond of them and seem to thrive 
on them. Though they are said to 
contain more than eighty per cent, of 
w«t«r, yet cattle and sheep will fatten 
on them. We do not like to feed them 
to cows giving milk for fear the turnip 
Savor may be imparted to the milk. 
'Hre ruta-baga may be fed like other 
turnips and 13 often a good root to 
raise. 


The mangel-wr.rzel lias been a fa- 


vorite root for feeding to milch cows 
They are easily grown anil the yield is 
generally abundant. They keep well 


, iwid may be fed in large quantities 
i "without affecting the milk unpleasantly. 


"he same is true of the sugar beet, a 
oet of far better quality than the man- 
gel. We now raise the latter in pref- 
rence to the former. We do not get 


many bushtln to the acre, but what 


iwe do get are more valuable to feed. 
~~ 
fattening pigs and cattle no root is 


te superior. 


We feed sugar beet's to horses as well 


«u to cows and pigs. Carrots wero 
ormerly regarded as the best root for 
torses, but we prefer sugar beets to 
oarrots even, aud it i»very much less 
trouble to raise them. If ono prefers 
carrots, they may be grown in consid- 
erable quantities on rich land. Horses 
eat them freely and seem to thrive on 
iem. Pigs and oows do not always 
,ake to them as freely as to bepts. The 
jarsnip is a valuable root for feeding, 
mt it is a good deal of work to raise 
t. It is true that much of the labor of 
larveating may be saved by the use of 
a large plow and a pair of horses. 


Wei believe it better to feed roots to- 


animals once in a while through tho 
winter, if not regularly. 
They need 


a change of food, and roots form a very 
agreeable one. If one feeds turnips or 
ruta-bagas to cows giving milk, let it 
M done directly after milking; in fact, 
thftt is the better time to feed roots of 
all kinds. Wo believe it would be 
profitable to feed more roots than most 
iarmers are in the habit of doing.— 
Co ngregatioualist.
